Key proposals of the Faulkes report: 

—Eliminate charges to patients for a stay in hospital ($1 a 
day and up) in favor of system based on patient’s ability to pay. 

—Eliminate personal medicare premiums and instead raise 
the money ($83 million a year) from income and corporation 
taxes. 

—Legislation to make fluoridation of water supplies man¬ 
datory throughout B.C. 

—Cut the medical course at UBC from four to three years, 
and have the government subsidize students with $100 a week. 

—Contraceptives, prescription drugs, hearing aids, 
eyeglasses, prosthetic equipment and dentures should be 
provided free to everyone. 

—B.C. should press the federal government to have abortion 
removed from the Criminal Code. Abortion and sterilization 
should be left at the discretion of the woman. 

—All large mental institutions should be demolished by a 
specific date. 

—All medical students should be required to take training in 
family practices. 

—A government-financed ambulance service should be 
developed on a provincial basis, with crews conforming to one 
standard of training. 

—Health and social services to be integrated at the com¬ 
munity level. 

—Cut down the “unacceptable” power of the health 
professions to regulate themselves, and give the consumer a 
stronger voice in this sector. 

—No doctor should be permitted fo have an active staff 
appointment at more chan one hospital, and psychiatrists should 
play more of a consulting role to the primary physician. 

—Each of the seven to nine proposed health regions in B.C. 
(which now has 22) should have an “ombudsperson" to make 
sure nobody is discriminated against in getting proper health 
care. 

—The government should actively undertake a study of the 
relationship between poor housing and health problems. 

—Children with learning or behavorial problems should be 
handled within the school system. 

—The departments of health and human resources should 
be merged into a department of social affairs, as part of an over¬ 
all rebuilding job at the government level. 

—Establishment of an $8 million “thrust fund” for the 
construction and renovation of facilities that could become part 
of the network of community clinics in 1974-75.

Mental health care in B.C. is 
outdated, unjust and inef¬ 
ficient and “only by 
dismantling the asylums,” 
said Dr. Richard Foulkes, can 
the system be made effective. 

The Foulkes report is a 
biting indictment of B.C.’s 
mental health programs 
which it describes as the most 
difficult problem the govern¬ 
ment will likely encounter. 

It describes the present 
system as “monolithic and 


isolated from the mainstream 
of health and social services” 
and calls it "an example of 
social injustice on a large 
scale." 

Foulkes says that as a first 
step the government must 
demolish all large institutions 
for mentally ill persons. 

In particular he singled out 
for demolition Riverview 
Hospital, Skeenaview, 
Dellview, Woodlands School 
except for its Fraserview 


'Pay doctors salary' 


A bureaucracy-busting 
“people power” report that 
urges a complete top-to- 
tattom reshuffle of B.C.’s 
health structure was released 
this week by the provincial 
government. 

At the crux of the new 
system envisaged by Dr. 
Richard Foulkes. author of the 
massive report, is a com¬ 
munity health and social 
welfare centre responsible for 
public well-being. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends “an eventual system of 
salaries (rather than fee-for- 
service) for most physicians” 
td be negotiated by the 
government and the B.C. 
Medical Association. 

Doctors would be paid on the 
basis of the number of their 
patients, rather than on the 
amount of treatment they 
provide. This, the report 
contends, would encourage 


preventive medicine and 
remove incentives for un¬ 
necessary surgery or 
hospitalization. 

The report gives no in¬ 
dication of how many doctors 
would be required to staff the 
community health clinics. 
Neither does it imply that 
doctors would be barred from 
continuing in private practice. 

The report was 16 months in 
the making, at a cost of more 
than $60Q,000. Its 264 proposals 
cut across aty aspects of health 
care, touching pollution, 
housing, alcoholism and even 
the civil service. 

At a press conference 
chaired by Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke, Foulkes told 
reporters: 

“People power is the only 
way to keep technocrats at 
bay and bureaucrats in their 
proper place." 

He said the basic concepts of 


the report take us into “a 
world different from that 
pictured for 1984 by George 
Orwell.” 

Foulkes found that govern¬ 
ment branches dealing with 
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health are in a mess, and must 
be rebuilt along new lines. He 
said services for mental 
health in B.C. arc deplorable. 

And he urged that the power 
of the health professions to 


regulate themselves be 
diluted, with citizens having a 
stronger voice in this area. 

Two key groups would 
provide a mechanism for the 
public to become involved in 
the decision making process: 

—A health advisory council, 
including health 
professionals, workers’ 
groups and the consumer from 
all regions, to advise the 
minister directly. 

—A health disciplines 
regulation board, with three to 
five members, that would 
regulate relations between the 
various groups like the doc¬ 
tors, nurses and so on. 

“The decision-makers in the 
system tend to be physicians, 
bureaucrats, hospital ad¬ 
ministrators and business 
executives,” Foulkes said in 
the report. The public was 
poorly represented, he added. 

Also, power was firmly in 


the hands of males, despite the 
fact that women make up 80 
per cent of the work force in 
health services. 

Foulkes said the 22 health 
regions in B.C. should be 
reshaped into as few as seven, 
with greater responsibility in 
their areas. 

One of Foulkes’ more 
radical proposals is to unite 
the departments of health and 
human resources into a social 
affairs department, on the 
premise that these two fields 
are inextricably linked. 

At the press conference, 
Cocke, who declined to react 
to specific proposals, com¬ 
mented on this point: “This is 
unlikely in the near future, in 
light of the monstrosity this 
would create.” 

The cornerstone of Foulkes’ 
system is clearly the com-

community gains or loses 
from the way it deals with 
criminal offenders, it should 
be involved in the 
development of strategies to 
combat crime. 

It is probable, he said, that 
many complex issues would 
need to be resolved by 
experienced corrections 
officials, but final decisions 
should not be made without 
taking into consideration the 
opinions of local residents. 

All too frequently, he said, 
public objections to penal 
reform have contained a 
strong element of hysteria and 
misinformation. 

“They have, however, ofte^i 
contained enough political 
pressure to depress certain 
programs, despite their 
proven success,” he said. 

“The use of parole, for 


instance, has been criticized 
and consequently restricted 
despite a consistently high 
statistical rate of sucess in its 
use.” 

Bennett said every effort 
must be made to avoid such 
escapes as that of Yves 
Heoffroy, a Vancouver child 
murderer. 

However, such failures have 
been given more attention 
than the fact there is an over¬ 
all failure rate in the 
temporary absence program 
of at?out 1 per cent. 

Bennett criticized past 
prison programs with 
statistics showing that of 
offenders sent to federal 
penitentiaries, 74 per cent had 
previous commitments to 
provincial institutions, and 80 
per cent of these had been at 
liberty for less than 18 
months. 


Arsonist 

held 


DUNCAN— A 22-year-old 
man pleaded guilty Thursday 
to setting eight fires in the 
Cowichan-Shawnigan Lake 
area which caused more than 
$134,000 damage. 

Clifford Allen Lundgren, a 
resident of the Community 
Option Society farm branch in 
Duncan, and formerly of 
Cowichan Lake, also pleaded 
guilty to two charges of 
breaking and entering and 
three charges of breaking, 
entering and theft. 

He was remanded in 
custody until Feb. 1 for sen¬ 
tencing. 

The fires, all in the Lake 
Cowichan area, were set 
between March 1972 and 
March 1973. 

Prosecutor Alastaire 
MacDonald said he had never 
before “encountered such 
multiplicity of counts in¬ 
volving offences of such 
magnitude.” 


NDP TAPS GAS LINE 


The provincial government 
has purchased 13.5 per cent of 
Westcoast Transmission Co. 
Ltd. shares for a total price of 
$25,456,750. 

A block of 1,157,125 shares, 
repatriated from the United 
States, was purchased 
Thursday for $22 a share, 
making B.C. the second 
largest shareholder in the 
huge pipeline company. 

The shares were bought 
from El Paso Natural Gas 
Company of Texas, formerly 
the major purchaser of B.C. 
gas. 


Because of anti-combines 
action El Paso was ordered by 
a U.S. federal court to cease 
buying B.C. gas and to divest 
itself of Westcoast stock. 

Premier Barrett said the 
purchase is "a very, very good 
business deal” and a 
“tremendous coup for the 
people of B.C.” 

The government will likely 
seek representation on 
Westcoast’s board of directors 
and thus have an influence in* 
the company’s affairs. 

Barrett said the purchase 
was made directly out of 


surplus funds but the shares 
may be transferred into civil 
service pension funds. 

The purchase “has already 
earned the people of British 
Columbia one million 
dollars,” the premier said, 
because the stock has jumped 
$1 on the stock market since 
the B.C. purchase. 

The other major 
shareholder of Westcoast is 
the Phillips group of 
Oklahoma, which controls 8 8 
per cent of shares directly and 
a further 25.8 per cent through 
Pacific Petroleum. 


Mere tax deferral? 


Individuals holding small 
parcels of land on which to 
build retirement homes will 
likely join the list of property 
owners who will benefit from a 
tax deferral scheme outlined 
by Premier Barrett. 

Small businesses and 
homeowners over the age of 65 
have already been promsied 
the benefit of a deferment 
scheme to ease the burden of 
increased assessments. 

The deferral scheme, wnich 


has yet to receive final caucus 
approval, would freeze taxes 
at 1973 levels and the 
remainder of the tax would 
become due when the property 
was sold or the owner died. 

Barrett said the third 
deferment category — 
retirement land holders — 
would not include foreign 
landowners, multi-national 
corporations or people who 
gjre holding large parcels of 
land. 


“It’s the small people, the 
ordinary citizens of B C. who 
have bought a little piece of 
land where they’re going to 
retire that we want to 
protect," he said. 

Barrett said the government 
is concerned about small 
businesses “that are land- 
rich, but income-poor.” He 
cited, as an example, motels 
situated on land that is more 
valuable than the income it 
brings in. 


That type of business will be 
protected under the deferral 
system because it is “part of 
the social fabric we wish to 
retain.” 

Barrett said the new 
assessment policies are 
“patch-up, catch-up 
legislation,” which the NDP 
had been forced to introduce 
to “clean up the tax haven 
structure that was left behind 
from the days of the former 
administration.”

Building, and Tranquille 
School. 

He said facilities at Eric 
Martin Institute and Glendale 
Hospital in Victoria “require 
further deliberation, 
especially at the Capital 
Regional Hospital District 
level.” 

Foulkes said the demolished 
institutions should be replaced 
by “community facilities that 
are integrated or co-ordinated 
with those used for other 
(health) programs." 

In this way, distinctions 
between physical and mental 
health would be removed and 
all patients would be treated 
through the same health and 
social facilities. 

In a section of his report 
dealing with mentally ill 
people who become criminal 
offenders, Foulkes said they 
are held in correctional 
facilities that “are essentially 
oversized dumping grounds 
for unwanted human beings.” 

As the first step in helping 
mentally disturbed offenders, 
Foulkes recommended that 
the major responsibility for 
these people rest with the 
minister of health rather than 
the attorney-general’s 
department. 

Ninety-two per cent of all 
mentally disordered inmates 
in B.C. have been committed 
on medical evidence and 
never stood trial to determine 
their innocence or guilt, said 
the report. 

While murderers spend on 
the average 11 years in jail, he 
said, a plea of “not guilty by 
reason of insanity” can result 
in a lifetime sentence to a 
mental hospital. 

Foulkes went as far as to 
say that long-term 
hospitalization in an in¬ 
stitution can itself cause 
mental disorder. 

In a press conference later, 
Foulkes was quick to explain 
he did not mean “to 
denigrate” the work done by 
personnel in mental in¬ 
stitutions. One of his 
recommendations is that no 
mental health workers lose 
their jobs and that all he re 
oriented and re-trained to 
cope with any new health care 
system. 

The new mental health 
system envisioned by Foulkes 
would involve: 

—Psychiatrists should be 
restricted to the role of con¬ 
sultant to the primary 
physician, who should retain 
over-all responsibility for the 
treatment of patients. 

—Emphasis on prevention, 
early detection and prompt, 
intensive treatment. 

-Treatment to be given as 
close as possible to the 
patient’s home. 

—Facilities accessible and 
attractive to all social groups. 

—Small institutions “well- 
managed, properly super¬ 
vised and humane " 

Local boards of 
management should be 
established for mental health 
facilities to upgrade the 
quality of life for all patients 
and introduce modern 
management techniques.

community buildings for hobbies and recreation.Children are 
barred except as visitors and no one younger than 50 is eligible 
It is, in short, a kind of gigantic Happier Old Age Club idea and 
such a success as a real estate venture that there are dozens and 
dozens of them. 

They are designed as geriatric paradises, it seems, and just 
thinking about it gives me the creeps. 

Accounts of life in these settlements tell of a downright 
frantic activity — minstrel shows, square dancing, shuffle 
board, bowling and Lord knows what — and it’s hard to escape 
the notion that there’s a somewhat desperate need to find gang 
substitutes for the more purposeful individual endeavors of the 
main stream of society. 

My friend got the impression of a group of people 
hermetically sealed from the joys, the challenges and demands 
of real life, withdrawn from the joust of mankind, playing patty- 


cuke. making sand castles and seeking forgetfulness with their 
toys out tliere in the desert. They are killing time, the enemy. 

The fact that it is by choice takes the sting out of it. If this 
were a tribal custom as it once was, there’d be howls of 
indignation at the terrible waste of arbitrarily exiling citizens 
who still have much to contribute. 

The fact that it is a more indirect edict by a society that has 
come to w o r s b rp youth and to discard the wisdom, knowledge 
and counsel of the aged makes it acceptable and perhaps even 
desirable. Vet it is still oblivion, however pastel-pink you tint it. 

Try as I will. I can’t see how anyone profits by the theory of 
Sun City. 

It represents, on the one hand, a denial of all those 
contributions that men and women of true maturity can give to 
the young and. on the other, the denial of the zest'and vigor that 
comes from association with the new generation. Everybody 
loses. 


It seems to me. too. that it would make a man or woman 
older much swifter than the calendar alone might dictate 

Forever reminded of this apartness from the greener years, 
conditioned in thought and action by the aged alone, all too 
aware, down deep, of a self-imposed sentence of uselessness. I 
doubt if any amount of self-conscious cavorting in such a plush, 
antiseptic play pen can hide the feeling that they’re on the 
toboggan slide of the years. 

I'd give much better odds for ontentment and longevity to 
the oldster who clings to responsibilities, who is imbedded in 
children instead of barring them from his life, who ogles the 
pretty dollies at the pool instead of sentencing himself to splash 
about with granny, the mean, old cantankerous, lusty gaffer 
who keeps rudely butting up against life as long as lie's able and 
wouldn't be found dead in the mink-lined Old People’s Home 
that is Sun City.

Dear Sir: 

I wish to protest about the 
deterioration of postal service 
in Canada in the past year. 
Although the post office has 
spent considerable money on 
postal codes, automated 
sorting machines and decals 
for the postal boxes stating 
that a letter posted by 10:30 
a.m. will be delivered 
nationally the next day. I find 
that a first class letter takes 
from 6 to 10 days to come from 
Ottawa to Victoria or vice 
versa. This is from the date of 
postal cancellation stamp, not 
from the date dropped in the 
mailbox. 

Magazines to which I 
subscribe to be sure of 
receiving them, now arrive at 
my home one month after they 
appear on the newstand or not 
at all. And in some cases 
appear to have been read by 
someone else prior to 
delivery. 

Newspapers now take 3 to 4 
weeks to come from Ottawa. 
Although these papers are 
posted separately on each 
publishing day. they arrive in 
bundles of 8 and 10 papers. 

The post office advises us 
each year of deadline dates for 
parcel delivery to arrive in 
time for Christmas. This year

Education group begins

The 12-man committee, 
appointed before Christmas 
by Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly. will meet twice weekly 
throughout January to decide 
on recommendations for 
legislative action. 

Promotion of teachers on 


the basis of an evaluation by 
their colleagues, instead of on 
their teaching experience and 
training, is one idea put before 
the committee by government 
officials. 

However, committee 
member Bob Bowman of the 
B.C. School Trustees 
Association cautioned this 
week that ideas being 
discussed will not necessarily 
become law. 

Also under discussion is: 

—Provincial bargaining on 


teachers’ salaries, which the 
trustees association has asked 
for. 

—Creation of a teachers’ 
professional act, which the 
B.C. Teachers’ Federation 
wants. 

—Local negotiation of 
learning and working con¬ 
ditions for teachers, which the 
BCTF has also requested. 

—Regular reviews of the 
appointment of principals. 

The committee is to finish

Canada Explorers' bait 

stand 
by B.C. 


British Columbia will take a 
"pro-Canada” stand at the 
federal-provincial energy 
conference which begins in 
Ottawa Tuesday, according to 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald. 

He would not outline the^ 
specific details of B.C.’s. 
position but said the province 
is "concerned about unity” 
and Premier Barrett will play 
“a very significant role.” 

Each premier will present a 
15-minute position paper at 
the opening of the two-day 
conference. 

Macdonald repeated B.C.’s 
position that "the profits of 
energy resources must go to 
the people of Canada, not the 
international oil companies.” 

The B.C. Petroleum Cor¬ 
poration provides a "model 
agency” for Canada, Mac¬ 
donald said, as the first in the 
world to funnel natural gas 
profits back to the people. 

The attorney-general said 
there will be no common 
"Western position” at the 
conference but said he was 
having informal meetings 
with Manitoba’s Premier Ed 
Schreyerand Saskatchewan’s 
Premier Allan Blakeney "as 
NDPers” before the con¬ 
ference begins. 


In an effort to attract 
exploration and development 
of natural gas reserves, B.C. 
Petroleum Corp. is offering 
new contracts to the 
province’s 70 producers that 
will add an estimated $41 
million to their revenues this 
year and give them a 
weighted average price 
increase of 82 per cent. 

The price schedule was 
mailed this week and will be 
followed by formal offers for 
new terms on 160 contracts 
with oil companies, most of 
whose exploration offices are 
in Calgary. 


"This offer is firm and not 
negotiable,” said James H. 
Rhodes, chairman of B.C. 
Petroleum. "If it fails, we will 
go back to where we were on 
Nov. 13, 1973.” 

Under the proposal, the 
province would scrap its 
royalty system for natural gas 
but not for oil. Through the 
corporation, the province 
would make its revenue 
through the markup on gas 
from producers and sold, in 
turn, to domestic and foreign 
utilities. 

The new wholesale prices, 
Rhodes added, would yield

about $100 million increased 
gross revenue in 1974 
compared with 1973. The new 
price would be 61 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet at the U.S. 
border, 58 cents to B.C. Hydro 
and a little less to Inland 
Natural Gas and Pacific | 
Northern Gas. 

Out of $100 million, up to $9 
million would be needed for 
capital expansion of 
Westcoast Transmission 
facilities used to handle gas 
for the corporation. Another 
$41 million would go to produ¬ 
cers aand the remaining $50 
million would either stay with 
the corporation or be turned 
over to the B.C. government. 

"In other words we’re 
splitting about 50-50,” Rhodes 
said, "but the $50 million is not 
a net gain to the province 
because royalties yielded 
about $6 million last year.”

OTTAWA — The growth 
rate of Canada’s prison 
population is slowing down. 

Commissioner Paul Faguy 
says the growth rate, which 
hit 14.73 per cent last Sep¬ 
tember, has dropped to about 
10 per cent and is still 
declining. 

Faguy foresees a growth 
rate of about 9 per cent in the 
next fiscal year beginning in 
April and hopes the reduced 
rate will cut down on prison 
disturbances and escapes that 
brought the penitentiary 
service under strong attack.

"This is a case of wholesale 
plundering of the Unem¬

After learning Wagg had 
arranged repayment. Ostler 
put the case over to Feb. 19 for 
sentence. 

In another case. Ostler said 
some Ontario courts are 
jailing first offenders in cases 
of welfare fraud because the 
situation there is "getting out 
of hand.” 

He spoke to Ilona Agnes 
Jean Power. 26. or 990 Tolmie. 
who admitted receiving $1,252 
in benefits from May 1 to Nov. 


1, 1973, after saying she was 
not getting unemployment 
insurance when she actually 
was. She was put on probation 
for two years. 

To Stephan Worswick. 17. of 
Jordan River, Ostler said: “I 
hope that you’re ashamed of 
yourself." 

Worswick had admitted 
forging eight cheques against 
his mother last fall. He was 
put on probation for 18 
months, ordered to attend a 
weekend work camp and 
instructed to repay the money 
within six months. 

Helmut Gruber. 22. of 1712 
Hovey. who pleaded guilty to a 


charge of criminally negligent 
driving Tuesday in Saanich, 
told police “I just felt like 
speeding. I guess” and told 
Ostler "It’s just I like driving. 
1 guess.” 

Those were his explanations 
for a car chase of up to 90 
miles an hour. Gruber was 
fined $500 by Ostler and 
banned from driving for six 
months. 


1973, was 9,105, compared 
with 7,936 for the same week 
in 1972.

Businesses swamp 
assessment office 


The deadline for assessment 
appeals in municipalities 
passed Thursday, with a 
record number of appeals in 
all Victoria areas. 

In Victoria, as last-minute 
appeals were arriving, 
assessor Jack Ozard 
estimated the total would be 
around the 200 mark — at least 
five times the average 
number of appeals over the 
past five or six years. 

Ozard said about 80 per cent 
of the appeals were from 
commercial properties. They 


include Eaton’s, Kresge’s, 
Woolworth’s and other 
department stores, several 
major hotels and many small 
businesses. 

Motel operators appear to 
be appealing almost en masse, 
Ozard said, and there’s a 
noticeable similarity in their 
appeal letters indicating some 
kind of concerted action. 

He said the general trend in 
the city is for increases of 40 to 
50 per cent in commercial 
assessments, although in 
some cases the increase is 
closer to 100 per cent. 


“Most people seem to be 
protesting the fact that their 
assessments are going up so 
much in one jump, rather than 
contesting the figure itself,” 
Ozard said. 

“To back up their cases 
they’re having to say the 
assessment is unfair, but if 
you ask them would they 
double that figure — because 
the assessment is supposed to 
reflect 50 per cent of market 
value — and then sell, they say 
no way.”

Council rejects

Ellis, who spent a year in 
preparing the scheme, and 
received strong en¬ 
couragement from city 
planners, said he would now 
build seven single-family 
homes on the site. 

He said the rejection of the 
townhouses doesn’t affect him 
financially, hut he’s disap¬ 
pointed because his original 
proposal would have ensured 
more efficient land use. 

“I can’t understand why not 
a single alderman supported 
it,” he said, “especially as 
four of them sit on the Ad¬ 
visory Design Panel which 
had already given the 
development their blessing."

Couple ending life of service 


In 25 years, no one has ever 
robbed the Wells’ cargo. And 
soon it’ll be too late to try, for 
Paul and Mary Wells have 
sold the corner grocery store 
that’s been their livelihood, 
their whole way of life, ever 
since the fled the bleak prairie 
winters for balmy B.C. 

Now they’re holding, their 
last “specials,” on everything 
from canned fruit to shelves 
and other equipment, and the 
store which has been a focal 
point for the mid-Quadra 
community will close its doors 
for the last time Jan. 31. 

The tiny building near the 
busy Quadra-Cloverdale 
junction, white paint peeling 
on its frontier-style facade, 
has been bought by a 
developer and will be 
demolished to make way for a 
new apartment-business 
complex. 

No doubt its successor will 
be better designed and more 
functional, making far more 
efficient use of the site area in 
such a strategic commercial 
location. The frontage of the

premises won’t be cluttered 
up with a rusting coke 
machine and old orange 
crates. 

But, inevitably, it will lack 
the warmth and personality 
which the Wells injected into 
their business over a quarter 
of a century of hard work and 
cheerful service. 

Reflectively sipping his tea 
in the small living room at the 
back of the store, Paul Wells 
admitted that retirement in a 
home on Grafton Avenue is 
going to be a mixed blessing. 

“I’m going to miss all my 
customers. Some of them 
were kids when we first came 
here and now they’ve got 
families of their own,” he 
said. 

“Things aren’t going to 
seem the same any more.” 


Wells, son of prairie pioneer 
parents, managed a lumber 
and hardware company in 
Saskatchewan until the day 
he, his wife and several 
friends were caught in one 
snowdrift too many. 

Trudging through a blizzard 
for three miles to get help, he 
decided the time had come to 
seek less polar conditions on 
the west coast. 

“We put all our furniture on 
a truck and came to Victoria. 
But older fellows weren’t 
wanted in those days (1947) so 
we decided to try running a 
grocery store. 

“We picked this location, 
figuring people would want to 
eat.” 

Die couple paid $19,000 for 
the store, stock included. 
Concentrating on providing 


service to the community, 
they started selling hunting 
and dog licences, receiving 
telephone and electricity 
accounts. At times the small 
commission hardly seemed 
worth the volumes of paper 
work involved. 

But business gradually 
picked up, and today the 
turnover is five times what it 
was. 

Serving customers, placing 
orders, rotating stock, 
delivering groceries in their 
old green truck — all that 
added up to a 14-hour day, “a 
lot of hard work and effort,” 
as Wells recalls. 

To survive today in the 
shadow o/ the supermarket 
giants, comer stores have to 
provide a combination of good 
service, longer hours and 


reasonable prices, he 
maintains. 

Wells takes modest pride in 
the fact that he carries seven 
or eight brands of pork-and- 
beans, for instance, compared 
with two or three in the big 
supermarkets. 

And he likes to tell you about 
the regular customer, a chief 
cashier at a local Safeway 
store, who after a tiring day's 
work will call in at his store to 
do her shopping. 

“She says when her feet are 
aching and she can’t face 
tramping down the long 
aisles, it’s great to stand 
pretty well in one small comer 
here and load up with the 
things she needs.” 

Wells, who admits he’s been 
unusually lucky to run the 
business 25 years without a 
hold-up or break-in, says he 
hopes there will always be a 
place for his kind of 
commercial enterprise. 

“I think it’s a sorry, sorry 
day when the small store is 
unable to stay in the 
community,” he said. 
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Breakthrough in Mideast 


JERUSALEM — World 
diplomats have hailed the 
troop withdrawal agreement 
in the Middle East as a major 
victory for Israel even though 
their forces must withdraw to 
the Sinai mountain passes. 

The agreement was reached 


Thursday after seven days of 
non-stop diplomacy by U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger in an effort to ob¬ 
tain an accord through face- 
to-face negotiations between 
the two Middle East countries. 

Israeli government officials 


have maintained that such 
agreements can be reached 
with Cairo through direct 
talks instead of settlements 
imposed by other nations. 

Under the agreement 
bringing about the 
disengagement of troops, 


Israeli forces will withdraw to 
Sinai mountain passes while 
Egypt will substantially 
reduce the type and number of 
weapons it has on the east 
bank of the Suez canal. A 
corridor will he maintained 
between the two forces 


through the Sinai Desert. 

The agreement had far- 
reaching effects around the 
world. In New York, the stock 
market Thursday responded 
with a sharp climb, the Dow 
Jones industrial index 
showing a 16.8-point jump.

Tape wipeout 
probed by FBI 


WASHINGTON - The 
Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation is probing the 
erasure of an 18.5-minute 
section of the Watergate 
tapes. 

Entry of the FBI into the 
search for the person 
responsible for erasing what 
could be key evidence follows 
the report Tuesday by 
technical experts that there 
were at least five and perhaps 
as many as nine erasures in 
the missing minutes of con¬ 
versation by President 
Richard Nison. 

The FBI was called into the 
case by Watergate prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski. 

Stephen Bull, a White House 
aide, said he knows of only 
five persons who had access to 
the tape: himself, President 
Nixon, Nixon’s secretary 
Rosemary Woods, J. Fred 
Buzhardt, a White House 


lawyer, and Gen. John Ben¬ 
nett, an aide. 

In earlier testimony. Miss 
Woods admitted she ac¬ 
cidentally pushed the wrong 
button on the tape recorder

but said this error would 
account for not more than four 
or five minutes of the gap. 

Technical experts said the 
incident Miss Woods 
described could not have 
accounted for all of the 
missing conversation between 
N&onand his former chief of 
staff, H. R. Haldeman, three 
days after the Watergate 
break-in. 

Meanwhile, U.S. District 
Court Judge John Sirica said 
he might refer the erasure to a 
federal grand jury. 

Sen. Howard Baker, vice- 
chairman of the Watergate 
committee, said the report of 
the tape experts may lead to 
new Senate hearings on a 
matter that looks “very, very 
serious”. 

Buzhardt said “premature 
judgments” about the cause of 
the tape gap were “altogether 
unwarranted”.

ROME — Rising oil prices 
have caused financial 
problems which are “literally 
unmanageable for many 
countries,” warns George 
Shultz, U.S. secretary of the 
treasury. 

Shultz was speaking at the 
opening of a meeting of the 
International Monetary 
Fund’s committee of 20 
charged with working out a 
uniform world monetary 
system. 

Oil producing nations, 
Shultz said, must co-operate 
with the rest of the world in 
trying to reduce the 
magnitude of the problem. He 
cited emerging nations as an 
example, predicting they will 
pay an oil surcharge in 1974 
greater than the total of all 
development aid they 
received in recent years. 

LONDON - At least 31 are 
known drowned in the English 
Channel as a result of 100- 
mile-an-hour winds which 
whipped up 50-foot waves. 

Two freighters went to the 
bottom and buildings and 
hoard sidewalks in resort 
towns along England’s south 
coast were flattened. 

JAKARTA — Prime 
Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
ended his tour of Indonesia, 
leaving in his wake some of 
the worst riots in a decade. 


Tanaka’s visit to Indonesia 
and other Southeast Asian 
natiofis was designed as a 
goodwill mission but back 
fired badly. 

The commercial area of 
Jakarta was ransacked and 
burned during two days of 
riots in which tens of 


thousands of Indonesians 
vented their wrath against 
what they claim is a Japanese 
takeover of Indonesia’s 
domestic economy.

Nine persons are missing 
and feared dead in a landslide 
near Canyonsville, Ore. 
caused by heavy rains and 
melting snow. 

A five-state area of the U.S. 
Pacific Northwest was af¬ 
fected by the slides and 
flooding which caused hun¬ 
dreds to flee and millions of 
dollars in damage. 

The death toll may go as 
high as 11, officials said, as the 
search was pressed for two 
children believed to have been 
swept away by high water, 40 
miles souUi of Portland. 

The missing nine are seven 
employees of Pacific North¬ 
west Bell Co. and two em¬ 
ployees of a Roseburg, Ore., 
pipeline firm who were in the 
telephone building when the 
slide occurred. 

The slide roared down a 
mountain. shoving the 
building into a creek and 
burying it. 

Two Bell Co. employees 
managed to escape from the 
slide and sound the alarm. 

Close to 50 persons equipped 
with portable lights dug into 
the mud from the slide, 
estimated by police to be 300 
feet high and 300-400 feet wide. 
They said the building was 
buried under 20 to 30 feet of 
mud. 

Home owners in areas of 
Washington. Oregon, 
California, Idaho and Mon¬ 
tana were threatened by the 
storm waters. States of 
emergency were declared. 

Many highways were closed 
because of washouts, slides 
and fallen trees and three 
Amtrack trains carrying 500 
passengers were also halted. 
Amtrack service from Van¬ 
couver to Oakland, Calif, was 
cancelled. 

As much as four inches of 
rain fell in some areas and the 
problem was compounded by 
melting snow. 

Washington State was hard 
hit. Between 100 and 300 
residents of the Lacamas area 
below Alder Dam were 
evacuated after a rumor was 
circulated that a crack had 
developed in the dam and it 
might give way. However, this 
rumor was later denied by the 
Tacoma City Light power 
manager. 

Meanwhile, conditions are 
slowly returning to normal in 
the B.C. interior after heavy 
snowfalls and slides stranded 
motorists and blocked road 
and rail traffic. 

The Fraser Canyon and 
Rogers Pass sections of the 
Trans-Canada Highway have 
re-opened and rail service is 
resuming.

Initial reaction to the 
Foulkes report from the B.C. 
medical profession was 
highly critical and a doctors’ 
spokesman said its recom¬ 
mendations may “throw out 
the baby with the bath water.” 

Opposition Leader Bill 
Bennett was even more 
critical He called it “a 
sweetheart report designed to 
accommodate NDP policy.” 

And Conservative Leader 
Scott Wallace, himself a 
doctor, said the medical 
profession would be alarmed 
by the sweeping changes 
proposed by Foulkes. 

Dr. Ken Hill, president of 
the 3,000-memher B.C. 
Medical Association, said that 


Foulkes, in his zeal for 
reform, would scuttle “good" 
services that have evolved in 
the province. 

Hill said he needed time to 
study the report before 
commenting more fully but 
added that he was im¬ 
mediately concerned about 
the far-reaching powers of the 
new health and social affairs 
department proposed by 
Foulkes. 

The report criticizes 
organized medicine for having 
too much self-regulating 
power and says “the day of 
absolutely professional 
autonomy is clearly over." 

Foulkes says the power of 
the medical profession “is 


unacceptable to the public at 
large and will come under 
increasing public scrutiny and 
public regulation.” 

Bennett commented: “No 
health system is going to work 
satisfactorily without the 
acceptance of the medical 
profession and the quality of 
health services will he 
diminished.” 

Dr. Wallace said he would 
agree there is need for im 
provement “but it’s not a 
happy note on which to ask for 
the co-operation of the 
medical profession." 

Wallace said he had “an 
uneasy feeling that huge new 
systems and organizations are 
being put forward to improve 


quality of health services” but 
he questioned whether this 
would work. 

Liberal Leader David 
Anderson, questioned why 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke, 
who has had the report for one 
month, found it difficult to 
comment on recom¬ 
mendations. 

He said he was not con¬ 
vinced that community social 


and health centres across the 
province would improve 
health care, and suggested 
that careful scrutiny be given 
to the report’s recom¬ 
mendations that doctors he 
put on salary. 

“If it drives half of the 
doctors to California B.C. will 
end up with a pretty rotten 
system of health services.” 
Anderson said.

Foulkes also urges the 
provincial government to 
begin discussions with the 
federal government for 
special air ambulance 
emergency services to be 
provided by the armed forces. 


The health of native peoples 
in B.C. is “a manifestation of 
social injustice so great that 
its correction demands the 
highest priority," according to 
the Foulkes report. 

“In parts of B.C. the ancient 
problems of malnutrition, 
infectious disease and medical 
deprivation still exist,” said 
the report. “and are 
associated with high mor¬ 
bidity, high perinatal mor¬ 
tality and shortened life 
span." 

To improve the situation, 
the report recommends an 
“up-grading of the standard of 
life of northern residents 
generally and native people in 
particular." 

The emphasis, it said, 


should be on improved 
housing, nutrition, sanitation, 
education and provision of 
gainful employment. 

The provincial government 
and its regional health 
organizations should replace 
the federal department of 
health and welfare in 
providing health and social 
services to all native peoples. 

Community health centres 
should be established in the 
north using public health 
nurses and trained native 
aides and should be used by all 
citizens, not just the native 
population. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends a health survey of all 
northern residents.

elude doctors, other health 
professionals, social workers, 
public health nurses, 
psychiatrists and perhaps 
even X-ray technicians. 

As a timetable. Foulkes 
gave 15 to 18 months for the 
major re-organization to take 
place. This hinges on 
legislation coming in soon, as 
early as next spring. 

He said each region should 
have an “ombudsperson" who 
would be responsible for 
assuring that nobody, whether 
an alcoholic, drug addict, or 
mentally disturbed person, is 
discriminated against in 
getting health care. 

Another basic need. Foulkes 
found, is for the province to 
produce more doctors. This 
could be done by cutting the 
total medical education time 
from seven to five years, and 
subsidizing students to the 
tune of $100 a week. 

This would give the 
government a “lever” in 
distributing doctors 
throughout the province at 
some future date. 

If the report is adopted, it 
will contain some financial 
plums for the man on the 
street. Foulkes recommends 
that the dollar a day cost of a 
hospital bed (and $5.50 for an 
extended care bed) be 
eliminated, and that medicare 
premium payments be 
discontinued. 

Both the co-insurance and 
the premium charges were 
“regressive taxes" that hit 
hardest at people least able to 
pay, he said.

The story of the battered bug reminded a colleague of a car 
caper we shared a few years back when I was the almost- 
penniless owner of a 1956 Buick Century. 

I wrung $85 worth of laughs from that delapidated Detroit 
monster — and thousands of miles of motoring. 

First, a run-down on the machine. It was a yellow two-door 
sedan with electric windows that worked and power brakes that 
didn’t. The trunk lid wouldn’t lock and flapped up and down at 
every bump. On the highway it flipped up and stayed there, 
waving in the breeze. 

To stop that once-luxurious two-tonner it was necessary to 
pump the brakes, slam the Hydramatic into reverse — and then 
rub the front wheel against the curb. 

On the return trip from Blaine I had just hit the magic ton 
when I smelled burning. 

I pumped the brakes frantically — to the beat of the trunk lid 
— and swerved on to the shoulder yelling “Get out! ” 

Back seat colleague was laughing hysterically, pointing to 
an ash tray where he had set fire to a piece of rubber pulled from 
his runner. 

jlevenge was immediate: I ignored all his pleas to stop at a 
gas station or on the shoulder — or anywhere — and charged 
every roadside bmp, causing the Buick to rock and bounce 
agonizingly. 

The rest of the story is unprintable. 

The Buick made the trip to San Bias, Mexico, in fine style, 
despite a rattling frm the rear wheel. 

Mexican garages seem to employ a staff of hundreds and a 
crowd gathered as a mechanic probed the innards of the brake 
drum. 

The entire brake assembly fell on to the ground and he fixed 
itMexican-style by pushing a nail into the brake line, squashing 
it with pliers. 

I drove out minus $8 and a brake. 

San Bias was experiencing its worst floods in 30 years and 
the main road into town was knee deep in muddy water. 

The bus line — “The Brightest Star" — consisted of a five- 
ton flat-deck truck with a canvas roof over wooden seats. 

I followed it from town one day and watched in trepidation 
as 30 Mexicans helped push it across the washed-out section of 
road. 

The wash-out stretched for 50 yards and the bus just made 
it. I gunneeeddeddeddd the Buick and made it to the middle 
where it started to float off the road. 

I opened both front windows and water streamed in one and 
out the other as I sat there helpless. Unable to open the door I 
climbed out the window and waved for help. 

It cost $4 to get pushed to the other side. The Buick im¬ 
mediately started up and commenced along a road only 18 in¬ 
ches deep in water where it finally died. 

A decrepit druck rattled up and I asked for a tow. It took 
only eight Mexicans to attach a chain and the truck took off at 
breakneck speed. 

Through the blinding spray I saw the truck swerve off the 
road and tip on its side, dropping the Mexican crew into the 
drink. It was my turn to laugh — until they made me pay the 
Coca-Cola truck driver to pull them up and out. 

Buick made it as far as Mazatlan on the return trip and I 
abandoned it to the fate of all old Detroit irons south of the 
border: it’s probably a taxi.

World Football League 
adopts "different" rules 


The name of the game will 
be the same, but the new 
World Football League, 
scheduled to start operation in 
July, will go on view with 
several rules differing 
dramatically from regulations 
of the long-estarhlished 
National Football League. 

Gary Davidson, president of 
the ahout-to-be-born circuit, 
announced at Los Angeles that 
owners of the 12 WFL fran¬ 
chises would hold a draft of 
college players Jan. 22 in New 
York. It is expected that each 
club will draw up a list of six 
players it will attempt to sign. 

Davidson also indicaged 
that the WFL will attempt to 
lure several pro stars from the 
NFL. 

“For us to get off the 
ground, we’ll have to go to the 
established stars rather than 
pay exorbitant prices for 
rookies,” said the 39-year-old 
Californian who helped launch 
the World Hockey Association 
and the American Basketball 
Association. 

Davidson also reported the 
rule changes from NFL 
procedure would: 

—Have kickoffs taken from 
the 30-yard line instead of the 
40, thus enhancing the 
possibilities of runbacks. 

—Move goal posts to the 
rear of the end zone as in 
college football, thus making 
field goals more difficult. 

—Return the hall after 
missed field goals to the line of 
scrimmage, except when the 
kick is attempted from inside 
the 20, on which occasion the 
ball will be returned to the 20. 

—Have a two-point con¬ 
version option as in the college 
game. 

—Require a pass-receiver to 
have only one foot in bounds 
instead of two. 

—A fifth quarter to break 
ties, with a kickoff midway in 
the 15-minute extra session.

Hunters, anglers 
face licence hike 


Hunters and freshwater 
fishermen in British Columbia 
will pay more for their par¬ 
ticular pursuits in the near 
future if licence amendments 
proposed by fish and wildlife' 
branch director Jim Hatter 
are approved. 

Rising management costs 
since the last fee hike several 
years ago have made it 
necessary to increase most 
licence fees. 

Basic fees will be $1 for a

ting licence (for B.C. and 
other Canadian residents) and 
$75 for a non-resident hunting 
licence. 

Angling regulations will 
also be changed. 

The age requirement for 
licencing anglers will be 
reduced to 16 with anyone 
under that age able to fish for 
free if a resident of this 
province. Canadian and non¬ 
resident fishermen under that 
age can also fish for free if 
accompanied by an adult with 
the appropriate licence. Any

Basic angling fees will be $1 
for senior citizens (un¬ 
changed), $5 for B.C. 
residents, $5 for Canadian 
residents, $6 for a three-day 
non-resident licence and $15 
for an annual non-resident 
licence. In addition, steelhead 
licences will cost $3 for B.C. 
residents and $10 for Canadian 
residents and non-residents. 

It is further proposed that 
the licence for minors be 
discontinued and two new 
licences be introduced, both 
for Canadian residents and 
non-residents. 

A special lake angler’s 
licence would be required in 
addition to an annual licence 
to fish Kootenay Lake ($15); 
and a special river angler’s 
licence ($25) would be 
required in addition to an 
annual licence to fish the 
following rivers and their 
tributaries: Babine, Bella 
Coola, Copper, Dean, Gold, 
Kispiox, Morice, San Juan, 
Sustut and part of the 
Thompson. 

Any out-of-province 
Canadian or non-resident 
wishing to fish for steelhead in 
the above rivers will also have 
to purchase a steelhead 
licence. 

Trophy fees and “tags” 
would not be required but all 
big-game hunters would have 
to purchase a species licence 
in addition to the basic 
licence. Fees for each game 
animal would be as follows for 
B.C. residents: black bear 
($4), caribou ($10), cougar 
($10), deer ($4), elk ($10), 
grizzly bear ($35), moose 
($10), mountain goat ($15) and 
mountain sheep ($25). 

Canadian residents and non¬ 
resident hunters would pay 
the following: black bear 
($40), caribou ($100), cougar 
($100), deer ($50), elk ($100), 
grizzly bear ($300), moose 
($100), mountain goat ($100), 
mountain sheep ($250) and 
wolf ($75). 

Apart from raising the 
licence fees, the new 
regulations would mean that 
Canadian residents and non¬ 
residents hunting big game 
will have to pay for the hun¬ 
ting experience whether they 
are successful or not. This 
system, now used throughout 
much of North America, helps 
overcome many of the dif¬ 
ficulties associated with 
charging trophy fees to out-of¬ 
province sportsmen. 

These changes, if passed, 
will take effect in March. 


“Unfortunately the days of 
the little guys are gone,” he 
said while relaxing in his 
Cumberland Road home 
before his trip. “The Blues 
have switched to the physical 
side of the game and they’re 
after big. tough forwards who 
can put the puck in the net.” 

Hookway went on to say that 
a good, small player, such as 
Montreal’s Yvan Coumoyer, 
i could still earn a spot with any 
team but “a little guy has to 
be exceptionally strong to 
stand up to the hitting these 
days.”

“I’m able to see a lot of 
hockey games in a season as I 
work 10 days straight then 
have five off,” he explained. 

He believes it will be a lean 
year for top juniors as the 
NHL took about 150 graduates 
last season and the World 
Hockey Association signed 
some of the outstanding pro 
prospects who still had a 
year’s eligibility in junior 
hockey. 

“There certainly are no 
Lysiaks, McDonalds or 
Davidsons in the Western 
Canada League this season,” 
he said, referring to grads 
Tom Lysiak of Atlanta, Lanny 
McDonald of Toronto and 
John Davidson of the Blues, 
all first-round choices last 
May. v 

In Hookway’s estimation, 
Regina captain Dennis 
Sobchuck is the top pro 
prospect in the WCHL but it’s 
not known if any NHL team 
will claim him as he has 
reportedly signed a long-term 
contract with the new 
Cinncinnati team in the WHA. 

On defence, Hookway rates 
Regina’s Greg Joly and Ron 
Greschner of New 
Westminster as the best but 
he’s also impressed with Pat 
Price, the star rearguard with 
Saskatoon Blades. But Price 
is only 18 and may be grabbed 
by the WHA before the NHL 
draft of 1975. 

Hookway wouldn’t name his 
top choices on the forward 
lines for obvious reasons, but 
admitted Clark Gillies of 
Regina and Cam Connor of 
Flin Flon, both bruising 200- 
pounders, would probably go 
in the first round. 

“There are other forwards 
who could make it in the 
pros,” he added, “but some of 
them are on the small side.” 

Hookway has seen a lot of 
junior hockey players since he 
became involved with the New 
York-sponsored Winnipeg 
Rangers in the 1950s. 


He served as trainer for 
several seasons, including the 
1960-61 campaign when the 
Rangers won the Manitoba 
Junior Hockey League title 
and were edged by the 
Edmonton Oil Kings in the 
western finals of the 
Memorial Cup playoffs. 

Hookway, who served as 
director of player personnel 
for Victoria Cougars of the 
WCHL for two seasons, 
remained with New York as a 
scout until the Rangers 
discontinued using part-time 


1 help in favor of full-time talent 
hunters. 

“I was let go following last 
season, but it was only about a 
week until St. Louis called so I 
guess I was traded,” he joked. 

Since joining the Blues in 
September, Ilookway lias 
been most impressed with the 
team’s thoroughly 
businesslike attitude towards 
the game. 

“Everything is first class 
with this club and I’ve had no 
difficulty getting any 
information I need. For 


example, with New York, all 
scouting reports were 
forwarded to another scout 
who assessed them but with 
St. Louis the reports go 
directly to the office of Chuck 
Catto.” 

One of the most successful 
NHL expansion teams, the 
Blues have two farm clubs — 
Denver Spurs of the Western 
Hockey league and Columbus 
Owls of the International 
league — and players placed 
with other minor-league 
teams. 

While the Blues have only 
two WCHL grads — 
goalkeeper Davidson 
(Calgary) and defencemen 


I^arry Giroux (Swift Current) 
on their roster, there are 
about a dozen in their farm 

system. 

BobGassoff (Medicine Hat) 
and Bob Stumpf (New 
Westminster) are the best- 
known WCHL grads with 
Denver while Randy Smith 
iEdmonton) and ex-Cougar 
Ross Smith are with 
Columbus. 

Many clubs still lean to the 
OHA (Ontario Hockey 
Association) for their top 
drafts but the Western Canada 
League got a lot of attention 
last year and the attitudes are 
slowly changing.

A $75,000 repair job to Mt. 
Tolmie reservoir will be put to 
tender within a few days, in 
time to ensure use of the water 
supply during peak demand 
next summer. 

Saanich municipal ad¬ 
ministrator W. H. Tremayne 
said he is satisfied no liability 
attaches to the municipality or 
tb the contractor which built 
the $300,000 concrete tank put 
into service in 1967. It has 
developed leaks. 

A consultant’s study, by Ker 
Priestman and Associates 
Ltd., indicates the reservoir 
can be repaired by the ad¬ 


dition of four concrete but¬ 
tresses to the eastern end 
overlooking Oak Bay. 

If the work were not done, 
continued use of the 1.2- 
million gallon reservoir might 
have caused the end section to 
break clean away, spilling the 
contents over much of upper 
Henderson Road subdivision. 

Tremayne said the designer 
is no longer in business and no 
action against him is con¬ 
templated nor possible with 
the passage of time. Con¬ 
tractor was Farmer Con¬ 
struction Ltd. 


The town of Sidney could 
take on a new look in future if 
the price is right. 

Council has decided to 

obtain an estimate of the cost 
of a study of parking problems 
and beautification 
possibilities. 

The decision was made after 
Sidney and Noilli Saanich 
Chamber of Commerce 

presented a report on the 
advantages and disad¬

Chamber of Commerce 
president Karl Drost told 
council that ; Sidney should 
keep a close watch on 
downtown development.”

The 
91,000 railworkers, who struck 
last summer in their demands 
for a 10.8-per-cent increase in 
each year of a two-year 
contract, had been offered a 7- 
per-cent increase the first 
year and 6.5 per cent the 
second by the railway 
companies.

Builders offered aid 


School site change 
'utterly impractical' 


An llth-hour attempt by 
Esquimau MLA Jim Gorst to 
change the location of Saanich 
Community Secondary School 
has been termed “utterly 
impractical at this time" by 
Greater Victoria school hoard 
chairman Peter Bunn. 

Gorst contends the site 
chosen for the netv school — on 
Burnside adjacent to Marigold 
elementary school - is not 
large enough for both schools. 

A better site, he suggests, 
would be land at Tillicum and 
Burnside now occupied by 
Tillicum Drive-In Theatre 

Bunn’s reaction to the 
proposal is that “even if the 
geographical position were 
acceptable, in no way could 
we change in mid-stream. It’s 
much too late.” 

Planning for the school has 
been going on for two years, 
he added, and tenders for 
construction are to be called in 
March. 

“Had someone suggested 
the alternative site two years 
ago we could have seriously 
talked about it, but at this date 
the board feels it would be a 
complete waste of time,” 
Bunn said. 

Gorst said the Tillicum site 
would offer much more space

The cost of Saanich 
community secondary school 
could be $800,000 higher than 
estimated by the,time it is 
built, a Greater Victoria 
school board committee 
warned this week 

The construction and 
maintenance committee said 
delays and escalating costs of 
materials may raise the price 
from the $2.2 million figure set 
last August to as much as $3 
million. 

Delays in obtaining 
department of education 
approval at various stages of 
the project particularly 
disturbed committee 
members. 

Several members, including 
committee chairman Walter 
Donald, are concerned about 
what they consider to be 
increasing control by the 
department over local school 
matters. 

Construction and 
maintenance department 
head Sig Dietze told the 
committee that tenders on the 
Saanich school couldn’t be 
called until March at the 
earliest, as working drawings 
and final estimates must be 
sent to the department. 

The 950-student school at 
Burnside and Acorn had been 
scheduled to open in 
September. No completion 
date is now known. 

Final worry of the board is 
that labor negotiations this 
spring in the construction 
industry will produce a high 
wage settlement or even 
worse, a strike. 


Jor recreation and parking 
areas and would be “less 
crowded, with room for ex¬ 
pansion. 

“The highway approaches 
are much more suited to in¬ 
crease in traffic . . . this site 
would not necessitate school 
traffic adding to the hazards 
of the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way.” 

Gorst suggested that the

Gorst said he “appreciates 
this arrives at what may be 
called the 11th hour. However, 
when investing $3 million of 
public funds for a school which 
will be with us for 40 years, a 
little delay can he of great 
value in social as well as 
financial benefits.” 


The provincial government 
has expressed a willingness to 
try to assist contractors deal 
with shortages of building 
materials, according to 
British Columbia Construction 
Association president Wayne 
Farmer. 

He said the provincial 
government is trying to find 
some way to cut through its 
own red tape so it can adopt at 
least some suggestions 
presented last week by the 
contractors.

The committee k 
will give a definitive answer to 
the construction association in 
about two weeks. 


Contractors asked for a 
reduction in the length of time 
bids should be considered 
valid. A contractor now is 
stuck with his bid price for 60 
days and the association 
wants permission to submit 
15-day bids. 

This would enable con¬ 
tractors to react to price 
changes that sometimes occur 
as frequently as twice a month 
when a product is in short 
supply. 

Secondly, the association 
has asked that the client pay 
for materials when they 
arrive on site and not wait 
•until they used as in the past. 

With prices rising so 
rapidly, there is a tendency 
for contractors to delay or¬ 
dering materials until the last 
minute so they can collect as 
soon after they receive their

Male attitude rapped 


Doctors have a punitive, 
almost sadistic attitude 
towards women, especially 
when they are dealing with 
natural biological functions, 
according to Vancouver Sun 
columnist Lisa Hobbs. 

That attitude pervades the 
childbirth scene and the 
abortion scene, and is 
especially evident when 
doctors are dealing with 
women’s normal cycles, 
menstruation and the 
menopause, and women’s 
ailments, she said. 

And this punitive attitude, 
evident in most males, is also 
obvious in the attitude of 
lawyers and the courts. 

These were some of the 
points made by Hobbs at the 
opening session of a course on 
Women in Society — and they 
were points which evidently 
struck home to most of the 
hundred women in at¬ 
tendance. 

Appreciative chuckles and 
understanding nods punc¬ 
tuated her talk from her 
opening “Being in the 
movement can be tiring. You 
take so many remarks, you 
have so many cracks made at 
you, you almost have to battle 
every day not to become 
bitter.” 


And the overflow crowd, 
which had lined up to pay $10 
each for the course, listened 
attentively to her every word 
until her closing. “We have 
such a fear of appearing 
different from this thing that 
has been put on us — this 
business of always being kind, 
charming, bright, light¬ 
hearted and welcoming to 
other people so that if 
someone intrudes upon our 
work we cannot say ‘I’m not 
interested in your bloody 
problem’ and hang up the 
phone.” 

The audience ranged from 
teenagers to women in their 
sixties, and in style from the 


casual blue-jeaned set to the 
well-groomed and 
fashionable. 

First session was held in the 
music room at Mount Douglas 
high school, but registration 
was so heavy many had to sit 
on the floor. Future lectures 
and discussions will be held in 
more spacious ac¬ 
commodation at Arbutus 
junior high school. 

Hobbs traced the problems 
of women to a changing role in 
society. 

A hundred years ago 
women had an essential role in 
the rural economy, as 
mothers, housekeepers and 
farm workers. 


A shift in population to the 
city and later emphasis on the 
evils of overpopulation 
negated the needs for those 
roles, but social attitudes 
towards a woman’s essen¬ 
tially biological role remained 
unchanged. 

Doctors, said Hobbs, played^ 
a large role in furthering male* 
attitudes towards women. 

“If men went through this 
process of childbirth,” she 
said. “I do believe things 
would be very much different 
in that field.” 

During childbirth, and in 
abortion the punitive attitude 
continues.

The provincial government 
may be taxing -small 
businesses out of existence, 
said Bob Whyte, manager of 
Sidney’s All Bay Marina, and 
he cites his own business to 
prove his point. 

Whyte’s assessments this 
year increased about 300 per 
cent and although Sidney 
council hasn’t yet set a mill 
rate, the mayor has indicated 
it won’t decrease, he seid. 

“It’s fine that they (the 
government) need taxes,” he 
said, “but why hit a small 
business so hard that they 
may jeopardize its very 
existence.” 

All Bay Marina is typical of 
many small businesses. 

Whyte’s father, Charlie, 
purchased the land nearly 10 
years ago, and its 
development became a family 
project. 

“For the first Five years, my 
mom worked, my dad worked 
at another job, and 1 worked 
at various other jobs,” said 
Whyte. 

Whyte returned each 
sdtnrtier to help run the 
marina and during the sixth 
year went into the business 
full-time. 

“It took five years of seven 
days a week, literally,” he 
said. “Nobody took 
vacations.” 

Applications for bank loans 
were turned down and the 
government refused to help 
with the dredging of the bay 
for moorage. 

It cost $7,000 to dredge the 
bay and thousands more to 
install floats, a gas pump, 
electricity and other 
necessary facilities, he said. 

“Now finally, after the last 
four or five years of putting in 
long hours, taking every 
available penny, and keeping 
our incomes minimal, we’ve 
been able to hire a couple 
more employees,” he said. 

But with assessment 
increases and skyrocketing 
costs of raw materials, 
Whyte’s not optimistic about 
the future.

Farmer said the industry

Batiz takes baton 
in symphony first

A program distinguished by 
many “firsts” marked the 
beginning of Victoria Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra’s 33rd year 
of concert-giving Sunday and 
Monday. 

Full houses at both concerts 
in the Royal Theatre for the 
first time saw young, 
brilliantly gifted Mexican 
conductor Enrique Batiz on 
this symphony podium. 

Aside from the Beethoven 
Egmont Overture, each of the 
other three program items 
was being performed for the 
first time in Victoria. 

It was also a first visit for 
the soloist, renowned 
Canadian concert saxophonist 
Paul Brodie, whose per¬ 
formance must have been an 
ear-opener for many. 

The Alexander Glazunof 
Concerto for Saxophone is a 
rare item written in the early 
1930s for a great Danish 
virtuoso. 

It is written to exploit the 
full range of tonal color, 
characteristic texture and 
flexibility of the instrument, 
with the delicately balanced 
accompaniment of 14 strings. 

Partnered with sensitivity 
by Batiz and the strings, 
Brodie displayed a vital, alert 
musicality. His instrument 
speaks with a lyrical charm 
but at the same time with a 
virility and firmness of ar¬ 
ticulation that strips away the 
syrup associated with it in 
many people’s minds. 

Batiz, 28. has established 
himself as a towering talent as 
founder-conductor of the 
Symphony Orchestra of the 
State of Mexico and this early 
phase of his career is 
[ clustered with American and 
European achievements. 

An intense and passionate 
dedication is obvious from his 

( first moments on the podium. 

His technique is clear and 
» uncluttered, vigorous and 
fiery, but disciplined into total 


involvement with the musical 
nature of each work he per¬ 
forms. 

Canadian composer Louis 
Applebaum’s Concertante, a 
difficult work of strange 
rhythmic forces, ephemeral 
color and interesting patterns, 
and Alexander Borodin’s 
second symphony, a splen¬ 
didly colorful and exciting 
composition in classical mold, 
comprised the balance of the 


program. 

It was in the last, the 
Borodin, that both Batiz and 
the orchestra fully revealed 
their quality. 

Here not only was Batiz’s 
sense of drama, his knowledge 
and control of orchestral 
forces and his strong musical 
nature apparent, but also the 
fine discipline that makes all 
these qualities work to an 
appropriate artistic end.

Bus breakdown jinx 
fails to halt group 


Touring for Victoria’s 
thoiitiv group, (’ompaiiv One. 
i> becoming a matter ol 
triumph over disaster 
The company lost its bus on 
its first tour, when it gained 
international acclaim. 

Now it’s happened again 
Company One earned a 
contract to perform its special 
brand of theatre including 
■instant” Night Play: Old 
Tomorrow. a Saga of the CPR. 
and its new production. 
Future Choice, for seven 
weeks in Toronto schools and 
another two in Montreal, 
•loginning Jan. 14. 

Most company members 
were flying east, but three 
decided to travel on the 
company bus which carried 
the basic sets and props 
required for performances. 
They set out from Victoria just 
after the New Year. 

On a curve near Revelstoke. 
the bus went off the road, 
overturned, and was decreed 
a write-off. The driver, Peter 
Hall, was injured but not 
seriously. 


Question: How to got the 
sets ami props to Toronto in 
time lor the opening? 

At first, because of the 
season and the weather, no 
trucking company would 
agree to move the material 
east. Finally one van line 
agreed with Company One 
paving half the freight bill 
down and the rest on arrival in 
Toronto — but only if it 
arrived in time for the Jan. 14 
opening. 

By that date all Company 
One members, including 
Peter Hall, were in Toronto, 
and so was director Carl Hare. 

On opening date, when there 
was no sign of the van, 
Company One performed 
Night Play, which requires no 
sets and few incidental props. 

As of Thursday the van had 
still not arrived, although it 
had been located a day or so 
liefore in Sault Ste. Marie by 
Ontario Provincial Police. 

Two rays of hope appeared 
for Company One. 


There’s a branch ol the 
Canada Council called the 
National Touring Office, 
geared to help out if crises 
occur w hen any company is on 
tour. Indications are this 
office will pick up the tab for 
the half of the freight bill 
Company One must pay. 

Second is that the company 
has only a half-bill, and may 
be able to make some 
recovery due to the van’s 
extra-late arrival in the east. 


Now all that Company One 
has ;o do is make enough to 
purchase another bus, and to 
pay for the additional air 
fares east. 
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American Graffiti. And. from 
the way it looks now. this slice 
of fantasy life from the early 
Sixties will still be in town in 
the early Eighties. 

HAIDA (Yates and Blan¬ 
shard): I’d really prefer to 
forget about The Way We 
Were, but the Streisand and 
Bedford fans are still coming 
out and this tearful escapee 
from the vault of Really Big 
Films featuring Really Big 
Stars still lingers.

While we’re still waiting for 
The Exorcist to cross from 
Vancouver, we have a chance 
to see how a Canadian cast 
and production team handle a 
similar concept in the current 
offering at Cinema One, The 
Pyx — if you don’t know what 
it means, look it up in the 
dictionary — starring Chris 
Plummer and Karen Black. 
It could be well worth the 
comparison when the time 
comes. If you still haven’t had 
your fill of wildlife adventures

History, far from being 
bunk as Henry Ford once 
claimed, is a stimulating and 
viable pattern for the die in 
which our current mode of life 
and mores is cast. 
Unfortunately, too much 
published history is dry, drab 
and dreary and serves more 
as a soporific than a spur. 

This is fine for a quick and 
casual reference peek but 
pretty forbidding for a good 
old-fashioned, feet-up, sit- 
down read. True, there have 
been “Popular” historians but 
they, in the main, have been 
more concerned with 
producing a good story and 
not letting the facts stand too 
much in the way of it. 

One cannot lay that charge 
at the feet of Simon Fraser 
University political science 
professor Martin Robin, the 
second volume of whose two- 
part history of British 
Columbia, The Company 
Province, is now to hand. 

Titled Pillars of Profit, it 
picks up where his earlier 
book, The Rush for Spoils, left 
off: At the resignation of the 
Tolmie regime in late 1933 and 
the subsequent election of the 
Pattullo government. 

In little more than 300 
highly-readable but 
thoroughly-researched pages, 
Robin glibly guides the casual 
observer through the dark 
days of coalition, the Socred 
interregnum and up to the 
Barrett victory of 1972. 

Meaty stuff, and much of it 
badly in need of the fleshing 
out that only hindsight can 
give to timid and superficial 
newspaper reports. 

He opens the closed door 
and the skeltons fall out in 
grim and gory profusion, 
shielded scandals, strategic 
policy flip-flops, the mockery 
at times made of the 
democratic legislative 
process by the assortment of 
mugwumps and demagogues 
squirrelled in the Belleville 
Street birdcage. 


There’s something about 
books concerning newspapers 
and magazines and 
newspaper people. 

The latter consistently read 
the former . . . and read them 
quizzically and avidly. 

There have been many 
Goliaths in the news-peddling 
business and sooner or later 
each has met an acerbic and 
biographical David. 

A few of these giants 
however, have made their 
influence felt from beyond the 
grave and, as such, any 
bitterness aimed at them 
between dust-covers has been 
tempered with a modicum of 
still-lingering adulation. 

One such is Henry Luce, the 
founder and guiding light — 
one shudders to say genius — 
behind Time and the now- 
defunct but soon to be 
resurrected Life magazines. 

Though he has been dead 
now for seven years, and the 
subject of “authorized” 
biographies, even the hard¬ 
bitten Pulitzer-Prize-winning 
W. A. Swanberg has been 
careful not to trample on too 
many toes in his 
“unauthorized” Luce and His 
Empire, now available as a 
$1.95 Dell paperback. 

His harsh criticisms of a 
man who single-handedly 
created a mass-audience 
propaganda machine from 
what could have been a 
succinct weekly news digest, 
and who made the word 
adjective a nine-letter dirty 
word, are softened by a 
rationale of the man, his 
methods and his era. 

At times rambling, 
occasionally over-written, the 
portrait of Henry Luce that 
emerges from the 700 closely- 
printed pages of this book is, if 
not likeable, at least 
understandable. 

An honest man — if a bigot. 


It one can tault Robin tor 
any flaw, it is his florid and 
adjectivally-slantcd writing 
style, more like the cynically- 
inspired scribblings of a 
newsmagazine hack than the 
mulled and weighted 
considerings of a don locked in 
an ivory tower. 

He damns not with 
callously-twisted and biased 
sources but with the deftly- 
turned phrase and the 
carefully-planted subordinate 
clause, swiftly-passed by the 
eye but solidly-retained by the 
brain. 

Of course, Robin writes with 
a bias. All historians do. 

His bias is that of a left¬ 
winger, unmitigated and

confirmed in a socialism that 
while not wild-eyed is deep- 
rooted in its sincerity. 

Therefore, one of his prime 
targets is the eternally- 
beaming Kelowna cherub who 
after a decade in the political 
wilderness built a movement 
based on the tasteless 
triumvirate of oracles, 
oratory and Ovaltine. 

His paean of faint praise for 
the former member for 
Okanagan South is one of the 
few places where Robin’s 
typewriter ribbon prints 
really purple, bordering at 
times on the redundant in an 
effort to stress his message. 

However, he rapidly and 
perfectly sketches the flim-

flammery of the early fifties, 
the debacles and defections, 
the Bob Sommers incident — 
he was the forestry minister

Canadian financing 
especially by local 
businessmen, and said later 
the idea for an adult music 
station has been in his mind 
for about three years. 

A native of Melville, Sask., 
Henshaw was an immigration 
officer in Victoria and Sidney 
before switching to accounting 
and leaving Canada 14 years 
ago for the South Pacific. 

His career took him to New 
Guinea as a comptroller for 
the giant Dillingham Cor¬ 
poration and later to Hawaii’s 
Maui island. There, he was 
business manager and 
comptroller of a college which 
was taken over by a cor¬ 
poration whose subsidiaries 
included a radio station. 


He got the radio bug from 
working on its finances and 
from listening to an Oahu 
station which started in 1970 
and became a success by 
playing the big band sound of 
the 1930s and 1940s. 

Henshaw, the son of two 
piano teachers, decided to 
return to Canada in 1971 and 
opened an accountant firm at 
3435 Yorkshire Place, his 
home in Colwood. 

He has a radio station and 
transmitter site chosen in the 
Coldstream area, has com¬ 
pleted engineering ground¬ 
work and plans a staff of five 


or six broadcasting 18 hours a 
day. 

He hopes to submit an ap¬ 
plication this year to Ottawa 
for the station but feels he 
should have $250,000 first. 
Some of that has already been 
subscribed — Henshaw won’t 
say how much. 

His hope is to retain 51 per 
cent of the operation “but 
that’s open for negotiation. 
And while Henshaw would 
prefer to run a station with a 
sound that both the public and 
he likes, he is working on two 
non-broadcasting projects just 
in case.

The plants can start 
producing electricity when 
wind velocity reaches six to 
eight miles an hour.
